N  SEVEN  Illinois  cities  and  towns  patriotic  resi- 
dents, young  and  old,  are  proud  to  point  out 
where  the  "Railsplitter  Candidate"  and  the 
"Little  Giant"  contended  in  debate  during  the  Sena- 
torial campaign  of  1858,  These  debates,  at  Ottawa, 
Freeport,  Jonesboro,  Charleston,  Galesburg,  Quincy 
and  Alton,  furnish  America's  forensic  history  with  its 
most  vivid   chapter. 

In  1908,  fifty  years  after  the  historic  meetings 
between  Lincoln  and  Douglas,  the  country's  interest 
is  attracted  to  the  cities  in  which  the  debates  were 
held  by  elaborate  semi-centennial  celebrations  of  the 
events.  Of  particular  interest  in  this  connection  are 
the  scenes  of  the  meetings. 

In  some  places  pictures  of  the  time  of  the  debates 
have  been  preserved;  in  others  there  exist  only  modern  views  of  the  ground  on  which 
the  rival  statesmen  met   and  the  houses  at  which  they  were  entertained. 

The  publishers  have  collected  the  best  of  these  views  and  present  them  herewith.
